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Woman 
is killed 
as four 
cars crash 

A WOMAN died and five 
other people were injured in 
a four car collision in Crad- 
ley Heath. 

The major incident hap¬ 
pened on Waterfall Lane 
just before noon yesterday. 

A woman in her 80s, a 
passenger in one of the cars, 
died at the scene and an 
elderly man was taken to 
Birmingham Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital with serious 
injuries. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said six people 
were involved in the crash. 
Of the five injured, three 
were walking wounded. 
Three were taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital and one 
to Sandwell Hospital. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service was called at 
11.50am and responded 
with four land ambulances 
and two air ambulances. 

On the scene were a re¬ 
sponder paramedic, an area 
support officer, senior para¬ 
medic officer, the Midlands 
Air Ambulance from Cos- 
ford with trauma doctor on 
board and a second air am¬ 
bulance from Strensham. 

A West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokeswoman 
said: “The passenger of one 
car, an elderly woman, was 
in cardiac arrest. Ambu¬ 
lance staff carried out CPR 
on the woman but sadly, 
despite best efforts, nothing 
could be done to save her.” 

Terror book 
trial date set 

A MAN from Dudley has 
pleaded not guilty to two 
counts of distributing a ter¬ 
rorist book. 

Usman Choudhary, aged 
33, of Terry Street, is ac¬ 
cused of supplying a book al¬ 
legedly intended to directly 
or indirectly encourage or 
induce the commission, 
preparation or instigation 
of acts of terrorism. 

Unemployed Choudhary 
pleaded not guilty on Mon¬ 
day and remains in custody 
until trial at Kingston 
Crown Court on July 7.

A CORONER is calling on the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport to look again at 
regulations over mirrors on older lor¬ 
ries after a war veteran was knocked 
down and killed by a skip lorry. 

The inquest heard that as the driver pulled 
away attraffic lights he was unable to see the 


90-year-old under his 
front windscreen. 

The lorry driven by Geof¬ 
frey Hawkins ran over 
Royal British Legion fund¬ 
raiser Arnold Soulsby at the 
crossroad junction of Bank 
Street and Dudley Road in 
Brierley Hill. 

Fitted 

An inquest at Dudley Cor¬ 
oners’ Court was told the 
lorry had no forward-fac¬ 
ing mirrors, which created 
a blind spot in front of the 
vehicle. 

Under recent regulations 
brought in by the Depart¬ 
ment For Transport (DfT), 
all heavy goods vehicles 
made since 2007 must have 
the mirrors fitted. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain, who con¬ 
cluded Mr Arnold died from 
multiple injuries, said he 
was to write to the DfT. 

He revealed that he had 
dealt with six similar cases 
in the past seven years. 

Mr Soulsby’s daughter, 
Susan Rowley, told the hear¬ 
ing said she was ‘alarmed’ 
the regulation did not apply 
to all heavy goods vehicles. 

Mr Balmain said: “For 
whatever reason it wasn’t 
felt necessary to make the 
regulation retrospective, so 
it applied to new vehicles, 
but not to older vehicles. 

“I don’t know why that 
was done. It might be some-

thing to do with the fitting 
and cost of doing it but I do 
share Mrs Rowley’s concern. 

“I think this is far from 
an isolated incident, I think 
I ought to draw it to De¬ 
partment of Transport’s 
attention to see if they will 
make steps to make it retro¬ 
spective. 

“I do intend to write to de¬ 
partment if the matter can 
be considered again to see if 
anything can be done.” 

Mr Hawkins had been 
driving the lorry to Hale¬ 
sowen when he pulled up at 
a red light in Bank Street 
just after 1pm on January 
30 last year. 

Asked by Mr Balmain if 
he had seen Mr Soulsby, he 
replied ‘no’. 

Mr Soulsby, a retired en¬ 
gineer, lived in Miles Court 
in John Street. He served in 
the Royal Navy during the 
Second World War. 


FBI led 
swoops in 
the Black 
Country 

THREE people have been 
arrested in the Midlands, 
including one in Halesowen, 
as part of an international 
cybercrime operation coor¬ 
dinated by the FBI. 

The men, aged 19, 20 
and 23, were arrested from 
homes in Halesowen, Erd- 
ington and Newcastle-un¬ 
der-Lyme on suspicion of 
the unlawful use of a Re¬ 
mote Access Tool called 
‘Blackshades’. A fourth ad¬ 
dress was raided in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The operation targeted 
software which can remotely 
control computers and web¬ 
cams. The ‘malware’ is said 
to have infected more than 
500,000 computers since 
2010. 

People are typically 
infected by clicking on 
external links on social 
networking and communi¬ 
cation platforms. The vic¬ 
tim unwittingly installs the 
malware. In many cases, 
those affected will have no 
idea their device has been 
infected. 

Investigators believe that 
around 200,000 usernames 
and passwords of victims 
across the world may have 
been extracted by Black- 
shades users in the UK. 

The three men arrested 
from the Midlands have now 
been released on police bail. 

It is understood that 15 
arrests took place in Eng¬ 
land and two in Scotland. 

Scarlet fever 
cases increase 

MORE than 440 cases of 
scarlet fever were reported 
across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire in eight 
months, a 500 per cent rise. 

There were 370 more 
children reported with the 
illness between last Septem¬ 
ber and May this year com¬ 
pared to the same period a 
year earlier when it was74. 

In Dudley there were 79 
compared to 13 last year. 
Sandwell had 46 with nine 
the previous year. But the 
rate of cases being reported 
nationally is slowing down.

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Army reserve squadron to expand 


AN ARMY reserve squadron which 
was once part of one of the Mid¬ 
lands’ oldest TA regiments will 
expand by a third under ambitious 
recruitment plan. 

The announcement has been 
made after soldiers from the Royal 
Mercian and Lancastrian Yeomanry 
gathered at their base in Dudley to 
watch their flag lowered for the last 
time as part of changes being intro¬ 


duced by the Ministry of Defence. 
As part of the ceremony the red, 
blue and yellow flag of the RMLY 
was replaced with A Squadron’s 
own standard. However, this will 
soon be replaced by the green, white 
and yellow standard of the Royal 
Yeomanry. 

New badges were also revealed as 
part of changes as the Government 
re-structures the Territorial Army 


into the Army Reserve. Members 
of A Squadron in Dudley will take 
on the role of a light cavalry unit 
providing a reconnaissance during 
operations as part of the Royal Yeo¬ 
manry, which has its headquarters 
in Croydon. 

Earlier this year it was feared 
that the centre in Vicar Street, Dud¬ 
ley, would close but MP Ian Austin 
secured a commitment from Gov¬ 


ernment ensuring Dudley’s Army 
Reserve squadron will be able to ex¬ 
pand. The squadron has around 60 
soldiers but plans to recruit around 
25 to 30 more to the unit. 

Captain Andy Peters, Permanent 
Staff Administration Officer, said: 
“We did have uncertainty over the 
base but we are staying open and we 
are going to expand and continue to 
recruit.” 


More wardens are 
needed at crossings 


MORE lollipop men and women are needed 
to help young children cross busy roads in 
Halesowen, say council bosses. 

Dudley Council is calling for applicants for five 
warden vacancies in Halesowen as it tries to in¬ 


crease safety for pupils walking to and from schools.

Paula Evans, administra¬ 
tion head at Lapal Primary 
School, welcomed the move 
for more wardens. She said: 
“We have got a lot of chil¬ 
dren walking on their own 
to school as they approach 
Year 6. Wardens across 
busy roads like Caters Lane 
ensure their safety crossing 
roads.” 

John Millar, director of 
urban environment, said: 
“The school crossing pa¬ 
trol service is a long stand¬ 
ing service provided by 
the council and is a really 
rewarding job. If anyone 
would like to apply for one 
of these part time posts I 
would urge them to get in 
touch.” 

The posts are for five to 
seven hours a week. There 
are 88 regular lollipop lady 
and men with nine back-up 
staff.

Motorcyclist killed in

A FATHER-OF-TWO was killed during a mo¬ 
torcycling holiday in southern France when an 
80-year-old woman fell asleep at the wheel of her 
car, an inquest heard. 

Halesowen-born David Cook, 41, suffered in¬ 
ternal bleeding and three heart attacks after 
being hit head-on by French pensioner Ginette 
Bock whose car was on the wrong side of the 
road, Cannock Coroner’s Court heard. 

Mr Cook had been riding behind his friend 
Bernie Brinkmann, from Stourbridge, on the 
D900 at Goult, north of Marseille, when the 
tragedy occurred just before 5.30pm on June 14 
last year. 

He was flown by air ambulance to hospital in

Marseille where he was later pronounced dead. mann swerved to the side of the road toward the 


Both men would go on motorbiking holidays 
across the Continent together and were highly 
experienced riders, the court was told. 

Normally Mr Cook, of Wombourne, would ride 
in front with Mr Brinkmann following. 

Swerved 

“Mr Brinkmann could see in the distance a 
car on the wrong side of the road and thought 
as it got nearer it would cross back on to the cor¬ 
rect side,” South Staffordshire coroner Andrew 
Haigh said. 

“But it didn’t and at the last minute Mr Brink-

Thief's S20LUN plate led to 

police busting parts racket

A COCKY crook behind a 
£1 million car theft racket has 
been jailed - after he was spot¬ 
ted by police driving a sports car 
with a number plate spelling out 
‘stolen’. 

Shanwaz Khan’s operation to strip 
stolen cars for parts that were sold on 
got noticed by police when he was seen 
driving an Audi RS4 with the person¬ 
alised number plate of S20LUN. It was 
part of a convoy of stolen Mercedes 
cars being driven in Birmingham. 

Officers discovered that the 30-year-old 
was behind a ring that stole and stripped 
down cars at industrial units, including in 
Dudley and Tipton, to sell on as parts via 
the internet. 

A court heard that in total the police 
linked the brash criminal to more than 80 
vehicle thefts and violent carjackings dur¬ 
ing 2012. 

The vehicles were processed at various in¬ 
dustrial premises across the Black Country 
and Birmingham. 

Their crimes produced a stolen goods 
haul valued at £1.1 million. 

Brother 

Khan, of Marsh Lane in Erdington, Bir¬ 
mingham, was jailed for seven years at 
Birmingham Crown Court after admitted 
conspiracy to commit burglary and handle 
stolen goods. 

His brother Wajid Khan, aged 24, of 
Brookvale Road , Erdington, and his cousin 
Seyed Khan, 32, of Marsh Lane, received 
30-month prison sentences after admitting 
conspiracy to handle stolen goods. 

Fellow conspirators in the racket Ross 
and Matthew Dunham, aged 21 and 24, of 
Charter Avenue in Canley, Coventry, were 
jailed for five years and 39 months respec¬ 
tively after admitting conspiracy to commit 
burglaries. 

Detective Constable Mo Azir, said: “The 
brazen attitude of Shanwaz Khan was typi¬ 
fied by his personalised number plate. 

“This was a clear jibe at the authorities 
and he believed his underground theft 
racket was going unnoticed. 

“The joke is on him now, though, as he 
starts a long prison term.” 


He explained: “We meticulously pieced 
together their network of premises and, 
when officers raided one unit in Aston, we 
found an Aladdin’s cave of stolen cars and 
parts. 

“Many of these were high-value luxury 
cars that had been brutishly chopped up, 
whilst another premises in the city centre 
was used exclusively to store engines ripped 
from the stolen cars. 

“The scale of their criminal operation 
was vast and they showed a complete disre¬ 
gard to the trail of destruction and misery 
left behind to victims of these offences.” 

After Shanwaz Khan was spotted with 
the number plate in March in 2012, a six- 
month investigation led officers to the four 
other members of the crime ring. 

The gang were linked to a total of 82 ve¬ 
hicle thefts during 2012. 


They included a petrol station violent 
car-jacking at the Total garage in Kings¬ 
bury Road, Erdington, on August 29 when 
a man was dragged from behind the wheel 
of his £25,000 Ford Focus ST. 

Two Mercedes C Class cars were also 
taken from a driveway in Grovefield Cres¬ 
cent, Balsall Common, on April 27. 

In another incident a Seat Leon car was 
taken from a house in Coventry on June 11. 

Engines 

Shanwaz Khan stripped down the vehi¬ 
cles and stored the parts at industrial units 
in Cheston Road, Nechells, at Northfield 
Road in Dudley, at the Kings Industrial Es¬ 
tate in Tipton and in Orphanage Road in 
Erdington. 

He also rented space at City Self Storage, 
in Curzon Street, Digbeth, to stash sto¬ 


len engines before shipping many of them 
abroad. 

More than 3,000 parts stripped from the 
stolen cars were sold on to unwitting inter¬ 
net buyers via an eBay account operated by 
the car thieves. 

Detective Constable Azir said: “The 
premises were leased by the Khans using 
false names and documentation. Many of 
the cars were stolen to order for engines 
which the Khans shipped out to the conti¬ 
nent.” 

Now the criminals are likely to pay finan¬ 
cially for their activities too. 

Det Con Azir added: “All five are subject 
of on-going Proceeds of Crime Act investi¬ 
gations and we’ll look to seize any assets 
obtained through criminal activities.”

Meeting hears concern 
at female crime wave 


ALMOST 13,000 women were arrested in 
the West Midlands last year — prompting a 
summit meeting aimed at cutting the female 
crime wave. 

The number of women arrested represented 13 
per cent of the total number of people held by police 
in the region last year. 

Women’s groups, counsellors, domestic abuse specialists 


and reformed criminals had 
their say at the conference 
Offender Management: a 
Female Perspective, held at 
the police training centre in 
Edgbaston, last week. 

Sergeant Helen Carver 
from West Midlands Po¬ 
lice’s Offender management 
team, said: “The causes of 
offending amongst women 
tend to be more complex 
than men. They are often 
coerced or bullied into com¬ 
mitting offences, like theft, 
by an abusive partner. 

“Rather than quickly pro¬ 
cess them through custody, 
we need to develop better 
understanding of what trig¬ 
gers their crimes to make 
it less likely they offend 
again. That involves greater 
understanding by police of¬ 
ficers and more joined up 
working with partner agen¬ 
cies who can offer support to 
break their offending cycle. 

“That could be counsel¬ 
ling, help to leave an abusive 
relationship, employment 
training, or drug and alcohol 
support services.” 

Around 80 per cent of

women in prison report 
physical, sexual or emo¬ 
tional abuse within their 
family or relationships, 
whilst more than half say 
unemployment and a lack of 
skills drive their offending. 

Studies have also shown 
women are around four 
times more likely to have 
mental health concerns, es¬ 
pecially self-harm issues. 

Sgt Carver added: “It is 
these kinds of issues police 
need to identify when vul¬ 
nerable women are brought 
into custody, so we can refer 
them to support groups. 

“One possibility we’re 
looking at is getting staff 
from women’s groups into 
custody blocks to help with 
that process. 

“We know female offend¬ 
ers are more likely than 
males to respond positively 
to interventions and sup¬ 
port to reduce their re-of- 
fending. I am hopeful the 
summit will lead to some 
positive action.”

Asbestos 
exposure 
hills after 
60 years 

A FORMER factory worker 
died from cancer caused by 
exposure to asbestos, an in¬ 
quest was told. 

Heather Spires was a 
packer and cleaner at the 
Bluebird toffee factory, in 
Hunnington, near Hale¬ 
sowen, early in her working 
life. 

Smethwick Coroners 
Court was told that while 
cleaning she had often had 
to go into a boiler room 
where pipes were lagged 
with asbestos. 

Mrs Spires, 77, was diag¬ 
nosed with mesothelioma 
of the abdominal cavity last 
July. She died at Netherton 
Green Nursing Home, in 
Bowling Green Road, Neth¬ 
erton, on May 12. 

Her daughter Karen Mor¬ 
ton told the inquest her 
mother had been ill for some 
time before the diagnosis. 

Mrs Morton said: “She 
started work at the factory 
in 1952 at around the age of 
16. She used to have to go 
into the boiler room where 
the pipes were lagged with 
asbestos.” 

Assistant Deputy Coroner 
Angus Smillie concluded 
that Bromsgrove-born Mrs 
Spires, a non-smoker, had 
died as the result of an in¬ 
dustrial disease. 

He said: “What a lot of 
people do not know is that 
you do not have to come into 
contact with asbestos for a 
long period of time to con¬ 
tract this condition.”

He added there were al¬ 
ready a number of parties 
interested in buying the 
business, saying: “We are 
hopeful of securing a sale.” 

Administrators said the 
company, a leading supplier 
of wholesale garden and lei-

sure products, had started 
seeking additional invest¬ 
ment late last year due to 
difficult trading conditions. 

The firm’s directors 
were in discussions for 
some weeks with a range 
of parties to try and secure 
the investment.

‘Chicken king’ who 
reigns on rich list 



Ranjit Singh Boparan - the West Midlands billionaire promoting British brand 


From butcher’s boy to a 
billionaire he champions 
British brand, as DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT discovers 

THEY call him the ‘chicken 
king’. Ranjit Singh Boparan 
heads a business turning over 
£3 billion a year supplying 
poultry to KFC, Sainsbury’s 
and Tesco. 

His 2 Sisters Food Group, with 
factories in Smethwick, West Bro¬ 
mwich and Wolverhampton, is part 
of a business empire that employs 
24,000 people. 

It is good going for a former butcher’s 
shop boy from Bilston who left school 
at 16 with very few qualifications. Mr 
Boparan and his wife Baljinder have a 
fortune of £1.3 billion, meaning they top 
the list of the richest Asians in the West 
Midlands. 

Brand 

Various profile pieces about him list 
the butcher’s shop as being in Bilston. 
Which one, Mr Boparan has not said, 
although it is believed to be one of the 
stalls on Bilston Indoor Market. It is un¬ 
derstood he began working in the shop at 
the age of 11. 

The 47-year-old champions the idea of 
a ‘British’ brand that everyone should 
work together to promote. But he does 
not do interviews with the media. His 
business includes some household names 
including the fish and chip restaurant 
chain Harry Ramsden’s as well as North¬ 
ern Foods, the producer of Goodfella’s 
and San Marco frozen pizzas and Fox’s 
Biscuits. 

He started the 2 Sisters group in West 
Bromwich in 1993 with a small loan. 
Since then the business has grown, ac¬ 
quiring more and more others. 

In the year to August 2009, 2 Sisters’ 


sales increased 28 per cent to £649.4 
million, with pre-tax profits up 33 per 
cent to £33.9 million, leaving a £12 
million dividend for the family - an 
impressive feat during a recession. It is 
now recognised as the country’s second 
largest food production company. 

Northern Foods, which also makes 
Marks & Spencer ready meals, was 
added to his portfolio in 2011 having 
seen off a rival based in Dublin. No-one 
had been able to match Mr Boparan’s 
£342 million cash offer. 

With Asda and Morrisons also on the 


list of companies supplied by 2 Sisters 
it is no wonder that Mr Boparan has 
acquired the nickname ‘chicken king’. 
British Airways and Harrods are cus¬ 
tomers too. 

Although profits soared during the 
recession, the business has not been im¬ 
mune from its ups and downs. 2 Sisters 
confirmed recently it would be shutting 
its Solway Foods site in Corby, where 
930 people make chilled products such 
as salads and coleslaws. 

Losses within Boparan Holdings, the 
parent company of which Mr and Mrs 


Boparan are the sole shareholders, al¬ 
most doubled in a year to £27.5 million. 

Sales were up, however, by 35 per cent 
to £848 million - boosted by the takeo¬ 
ver of meat and chicken processing busi¬ 
ness Vion a year ago. 

In a rare public appearance in Febru¬ 
ary, Mr Boparan took part in a debate 
held by the National Farmers Union and 
talked about the importance of a Brit¬ 
ish brand in promoting food produced in 
the UK. And he would know about what 
people want and buy, having sold it to 
them every day in the Black Country. 

Former Wolverhampton mayor Bert 
Turner, a councillor in Bilston, says 
people remember Mr Boparan working 
at the market. 

“He was on the big meat stall,” he 
says. “He wasn’t the owner but he 
started there working with two or three 
others.” 

Example 

The President of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce, Ninder Johal, 
says that Mr Boparan’s story is an ex¬ 
ample of how anything is possible. 

He says: “It is brilliant to have such 
a success story in the Black Country. 
“It shows that from humble beginnings 
young people can aspire to get to the 
very top. 

Mrs Boparan plays a major role with 
the Boparan Charitable Trust, which is 
based in Birmingham and raises money 
to help disabled and disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren throughout the UK. 

Also on the board is the couple’s son 
Antonio Singh Boparan. The family was 
rocked in 2006 when a Range Rover An¬ 
tonio, then aged 19, was driving crashed 
into a Jeep, leaving 11-month old Cerys 
Edwards with brain damage and in need 
of 24-hour care. 

Ranjit and Baljinder Boparan pledged 
a substantial cash gift to Cerys’s family 
and to set up a trust fund for her and 
other injured children. 



I’M a little worried some people 
might fall into the trap of think¬ 
ing that today’s vote will make 
a scrap of difference when it 
comes to Britain being in or out 
of the European Union.

One of the things it en¬ 
forced was the need for web¬ 
sites to flash up messages 
asking if people are prepared 
to accept ‘cookies’ - those little 
bits of data sent from a site to 
the user’s browser that lets the 
site ‘remember’ them. 

Nikki Sinclaire, the former 
Ukip member who founded her 
own group called We Demand A 
Referendum Now used her posi¬ 
tion to gather more than 100,000 
signatures on a petition calling 
for just that. 

But it was the UK Parliament 
that ended up acting on that pe¬ 
tition, debating the matter and 
then throwing it out. 

The people we’re choosing to 
represent us as MEPs can deal 
with the continent-wide issues 
on immigration, jobs, investment 
and the environment. They are 
not the ones that are going to 
get us out of or keep us in the 
union. 

That’s one for the General 
Election.

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Rogue roofers jailed for 
conning elderly couple 


TWO brothers behind a roof¬ 
ing firm which manipulated 
and frightened an elderly 
couple into having work done 
to their home, while over¬ 
charging them by more than 
£1,700, have been jailed. 

Jason Charles ripped off Halesowen 
couple Maurice and Janet Rudge by 
charging £2,400 to re-point two chim¬ 
neys and provide scaffolding after he 
misled them by claiming the chimneys 
were unsafe. 

Charles was caught sleeping on the 
job, which showed ‘obvious contempt 
to your victims’, according to Judge 
Anthony Potter who jailed the 42-year- 
old for 18 months at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates’ Court last week. 

Jury 

Charles, who was found guilty of 
seven charges by a jury, ran the busi¬ 
ness PRS Roofing with his brother 
Dean Powers, 47, of Cherry Tree Lane, 
Hayley Green, Halesowen. Powers was 
given a 12-month prison sentence by 
Judge Potter after being found guilty 
of two charges at the same trial. 

A jury was told Charles, of Birming¬ 
ham Street, Halesowen, had called on 
the Rudges’ home in Blackberry Lane 
in August 2011 and told them their 
two chimneys were in need of re-point- 
ing. He agreed a price for the work but 
failed to advise them they could cancel 
the contract. The next day scaffolding 
was put up but work on their home 
was left incomplete and the television 
aerial was cut. An expert told the jury 
the work was worth £670. 

Judge Potter said: “You, Jason 
Charles, quite deliberately targeted 
them, whether or not you knew Mr 
Rudge suffered from cancer I can not 
say. I am satisfied you knew he had 
suffered strokes. He and his wife were 
deliberately manipulated. You are a

large man and you would have been an 
intermediating person to this couple. 
You frightened them.” 

The trial also heard how a second 
couple was targeted. Michael Rim- 
mer paid £2,800 for a fibre glass roof 
for his home in Halesowen in October 
2010. But despite a 30-year guarantee, 
Charles and Powers were called back 
to carry out repairs just two years 
later. 

At the trial in March Charles and 
Powers were both found guilty of par¬ 
ticipating in a fraudulent business 
and engaging in a commercial practice

which contravened the requirements 
of professional diligence. Charles was 
also found guilty of five charges of 
fraud. 

Miss Elizabeth Power, defending 
Charles, said: “He feels totally and ut¬ 
terly ashamed.” 

Mr Thomas McGarvey, defending 
Powers, said: “He wants to make a 
clean start and leave the building 
trade behind.” 

Speaking after the sentencing, Mrs 
Rudge, aged 79, said: ‘I hope the Lord 
forgives them because I certainly 
won’t.”

Nowadays its members can 
do everything from abseil¬ 
ing and canoeing to scientific 
experiments and discussing 
world issues. 

Hundreds of Brownies came to¬ 
gether this month to learn about 
and celebrate the organisation’s 
100-year history. 

A total of 291 girls from 21 units 
within the Brownies’ Dudley Divi¬ 
sion marked the centenary at Black 
Country Living Museum along 
with 68 unit leaders. 

The youngsters, all aged be¬ 
tween seven and 10, sat through an 
old-fashioned school lesson to learn 
about how children their age would 
have been taught 100 years ago. 

They were told the story of how 
the Brownies came to exist around 
a traditional camp-fire and also en¬ 
joyed fairground rides during the

day. They put on a colourful pa¬ 
rade, walking from the canal-side 
through the museum grounds in 
their uniforms and holding flags 
and banners representing their 
units, before tucking in to cakes 
and singing songs. 

Smiles 

Dudley Division commissioner 
Edith Jones said: “It’s been a won¬ 
derful day. Just to go around and 
see the Brownies’ smiles, that’s 
all we want and it tells you that 
they’ve had a fantastic day and so 
have I. It is important for the girls 
to know about the history.” 

Emily Barnes, aged 10, from 
Tividale, who is a member of the 
3rd Oakham Brownies, said the Big 
Brownie Birthday celebrations had 
been ‘totally awesome’. 

Doreen Cutler, district com¬ 
missioner for Dudley East and 


Oakham, thanked the museum for 
helping make the day a success. 

The Brownies were formed in 
1914, four years after The Girl 
Guides Association, which was 
launched in response to girls 
marching through the turnstile at 
the first Boy Scout Rally at Crystal 
Palace and demanding ‘something 
for the girls’. 

When first established, the or¬ 
ganisation was called Rosebuds 
but the following year it changed 
its name to Brownies, inspired by 
the book The Brownies and Other 
Tales, by Julianna Horatia Ewing. 

Brownies joined in the war ef¬ 
fort during the First World War, 
rolling bandages, and collecting 
books and magazines for injured 
soldiers. During the Second World 
War, when many Brownies were 
evacuated from their homes, some 
helped raise £50,000 towards the 
war effort in just one week by 
cleaning shoes and donating pocket 
money. 

There have been Brownies in 
Dudley for as long as the organisa¬ 
tion has existed.

Buzz about town over 
bees' favourite bench 



A BUSY town centre was 
buzzing with excitement as 
a swarm of bees swarmed 
around the leg of one of the 
town’s benches. 

Dozens of passers-by stopped to 
get a glimpse of the colony of hon¬ 
ey bees - believed to be made up 
of around 15,000 of the insects - 
that had attached itself to the leg 
of a metal bench in Stourbridge. 

Soon after the swarm was spotted on 
the bench, near to the town square’s 
historic clock, expert beekeeper Lee 
Griffin, the treasurer of Hagley and 
Stourbridge Beekeepers Association, 
arrived. 

Cordon 

He quickly set up a cordon around 
the bees to stop people getting too 
close. 

He said: “I had been in town doing 
some shopping when I came across the 
hive. 

“It’s not uncommon for bees to 
swarm. It is part of the hive’s life 
cycle but it doesn’t usually happen in 
the middle of a busy town and is not 
something most people would usually 
notice. 

“It has been really interesting to see 
how many people where interested in 
the swarm. It’s probably something 
that most people haven’t seen before 
in their life.” 

He said the bees likely belonged to a 
local keeper who hadn’t noticed part of 
the hive preparing to leave in a swarm, 
a process in which the old queen leaves 
the hive and takes around a third of 
the workers and drones with her. 

He said that as long as swarms were 
not disturbed, the bees posed no dan¬ 
ger to the public. 

More help was quickly at hand when 
Justus Klaar, a seasonal bee inspec¬ 
tor, arrived to clear the swarm using 


traditional methods which included a 
smoker and even a feather. 

He said there had already been 14 
swarms in the Stourbridge area this 
year. 

He explained that the swarm would 
be contained and could be safely taken 
away to a hive he had already pre¬ 
pared. 

One of the first people to spot the 


swarm was 54-year-old Gary Cooper 
from Stourbridge, who had been sit¬ 
ting on the bench. 

He said: “I was sitting there in 
the morning and when I came back I 
couldn’t believe it. 

“I was absolutely astonished to see 
so many bees in one place, let alone 
under a bench in the centre of Stour¬ 
bridge.”

£600,000 boost helping 
to improve lives of elderly 


SIX areas will benefit from £100,000 
each as part of a pilot project to help 
elderly people in Sandwell. 

Cash grants are being made available to 
voluntary and community groups in the 
borough as part of the scheme to help old¬ 
er residents living in the area. Volunteers 
could put on exercise classes and offer ad¬ 
vice on how to cope with extreme weather. 

Under the project extra information could also 
be made available to point people to lifestyle 
services such as help to stop smoking and lose 


weight, and how to reduce the likelihood of slips, 
trips and falls. 

The areas chosen to take part in the scheme 
are Great Barr with the Yew Tree estate, West 
Bromwich Centre as well as Greets Green and 
Lyng, Tipton Green including Princes End and 
Great Bridge, Oldbury and Langley, Tividale 
and Rowley Regis, and Blackheath, Cradley 
Heath and Old Hill. 

The service will commence with a one year 
pilot, starting in September, with options to ex¬ 
tend for six or 12 months to enable reviews on 
how it is going. 


The organisations being considered to take 
part in the scheme are those already delivering 
services in Sandwell, which are non-Governmen- 
tal, and who have local bases with locally-adver¬ 
tised telephone numbers. 

David Stevens, Sandwell Council’s director of 
adult social care said: “The aim is to help people 
live healthier lives longer and to remain inde¬ 
pendent in their own homes.” 

Organisations wishing to be considered are 
invited by to request an application pack from 
adult_procurement@sandwell.gov.uk. The clos¬ 
ing date for applications is noon on June 13. 


Motorway work

MORE than 30 miles of roadworks in 
the West Midlands have been completed 
ahead of the big Bank Holiday getaway, 
highways bosses have announced but 
drivers still face some 50mph speed limits 
on motorways in the region.

Son's pride after bravery of his 
father in convoys is recognised 


HE was unable to swim but it 
didn’t stop brave Harvey Webb 
joining the Navy during the Sec¬ 
ond World War and serving on 
the dangerous Arctic convoys. 

Mr Webb is believed to have taken 
part in around 13 convoys, dubbed ‘the 
most dangerous journey in the world’ 
by Winston Churchill, between 1942 
and 1946. 

And, seven years after his death, the 
sailor, from Tipton, has been honoured with 
the Arctic Star medal thanks to the efforts 
of his proud son Paul. 

The medal recognises service between 
1941 and 1945 delivering vital aid to the So¬ 
viet Union, running the gauntlet of enemy 
submarine, air and surface ship attacks. 

The Government announced last year 
that Royal Navy and merchant sailors, 
airmen and soldiers who survived the four- 
year campaign could apply for the medals. 

The campaign cost the lives of around 


MEMORY LANE

3,000 sailors and merchant seamen, and 
over 100 civilian and military ships were 
lost, with the nadir coming in the summer 
of 1942 when convoy PQ17 was mauled by 
the Luftwaffe and nine U-boats. 

Beyond the threat of the enemy, the men 
endured terrible weather conditions, the 
darkness of the polar winter and 24-hour 
daylight at the height of summer. If ships 
were sunk, sailors perished in minutes in 
waters barely above freezing. 

Mr Webb’s son said his father had rarely 
spoken of his wartime experiences and it 
was only in recent years he had learned 
more of his exploits at sea. 

And the 60-year-old had ‘made it his mis¬ 
sion’ to ensure his father received the acco¬ 
lade for his efforts during the conflict. 

“It has been a long process because the 
medals were first issued to surviving vet¬ 


erans, then their widows and finally next 
of kin,” he said. “However I am delighted 
my father has now been presented with the 
award. All those who served on those con¬ 
voys were very brave. 

“My father was unable to swim although 
I assume it would have been a requirement 
for service in the Navy. I don’t know how he 
did it but he got through.” 

Mr Webb said after joining the Navy at 
the age of 18 his father trained at HMS 
Raleigh, at Torpoint, in Devon, and had 
wanted to serve on the HMS Hood. 

Bismarck 

He was instead assigned to the HMS 
Scorpion where he was a gunner. 

Although he was disappointed at the time 
it saved his life as the Hood was sunk by the 
German battleship Bismarck. 

Mr Webb said: “If my father had his way 
at the time I would not be here now. His 
friend was assigned to the Hood and was 
killed.” 

His main assignment during the conflict 


was on the Arctic convoys, escorting Mer¬ 
chant Navy ships filled with supplies being 
transported to Murmansk in Russia. It was 
the convoys’ mission to protect the ships 
from attack by German U-boats. 

The convoys to Murmansk were re¬ 
nowned as being among the toughest with 
conditions rough and icy. 

Mr Webb said his father had also been 
involved in a battle with the German ship 
Scharnhorst. 

That ship had been hit and the sailor 
helped to pull many of the German crew 
from the water. 

He was also in the fleet which escorted 
Winston Churchill across the Atlantic to 
America for talks with the US President. 

Mr Webb attended the Central School, 
in Tipton, and is survived by son Paul and 
daughter Sharon. He has three grandchil¬ 
dren and two great-grandchildren. 

Mr Webb said: “I wanted to do this for 
him to recognise his service during the con¬ 
flict and I am really pleased he has now re¬ 
ceived the award.”

More danger dogs 
seized by the police 


SCORES of dangerous dogs in the West Midlands were 
destroyed last year after being seized by police. 

In the past two years West Midlands Police reported a 
50 per cent rise in the number of dogs seized under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act, including banned breeds and those 
which attacked people and pets. 

New figures reveal the force seized 412 dogs last year, 
up from 360 in 2012 and 275 in 2011. 

A total of 181 of the most dangerous dogs were de¬ 
stroyed in 2013, up 30 per cent from the previous year. 

In the first three months of this year another 74 dogs 
in the region were seized under the Act, 22 of which were 
destroyed. Dogs are only put down in cases where the 
owner has been through the courts and found guilty of 
being in possession of a dangerous dog. It doesn’t have 
to be a banned breed but would have to have attacked 
someone. Dogs seized by police which haven’t been 
classed as dangerous can be found new homes.

BOSSES behind plans for a £12 million con¬ 
struction training centre in Dudley say they 
hope it will support the industry’s recovery. 

The new facility has been earmarked to join oth¬ 
er developments in the town’s Learning Quarter by 
Dudley College chiefs. 

Officials have revealed the scheme has been included as 
part of the Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership’s 


bid for £56 million from the 
Government’s Local Growth 
Fund to support projects 
across the region. 

If successful, building 
work would begin on the 
new centre, called CABTech, 
in September 2015 with the 
centre opening to students 
in Spring 2017. It would 
include teaching and work¬ 
shop facilities to train peo¬ 
ple in both traditional and 
new construction skills. 

Under current plans the 
centre would be built next to 
the Dudley Advance build¬ 
ing in Priory Road. 

Dudley Advance is the 
college’s new centre for 
Advanced Manufacturing 
an Engineering Technology 
which is due to open this 
Autumn. 

Bosses say creating the 
two specialist centres on 
Priory Road would bring 
together skills development 
and facilities. 

The new building would 
also allow the college to re¬ 
locate its existing craft and 
trade skills workshops from 
its Mons Hill campus into 
the Learning Quarter. 

The Local Enterprise 
Partnership’s funding bid is 
to support the Black Coun¬ 
try Strategic Economic 
Plan, which aims to make 
the area a better place to 
live, learn and work. 

Officials said securing 


by Lee Watton 

funding from the Govern¬ 
ment through the Local 
Growth Fund would see the 
college investment in the 
town total £50m. 

Investment to date has 
funded a new vocational 
training centre and A level 
centre alongside the re¬ 
furbishment of an existing 
building into a sculpture 
workshop. 

Two residential proper¬ 
ties have been transformed 
into specialist centres for 
students with learning diffi¬ 
culties and disabilities. 

Dudley College principal 
Lowell Williams said: “Our 
ambition to support the re¬ 
covery of the construction 
industry in this country is 
driving this new addition to 
the Learning Quarter. 

“With construction being 
recognised by the UK Gov¬ 
ernment as one of the 10 key 
sectors driving economic re¬ 
covery, it’s imperative that 
current and future work¬ 
forces are trained and ready 
to meet the challenges the 
economic up-turn will bring. 
Our plans to develop a cen¬ 
tre that can provide modern 
and progressive training 
for an industry that has re¬ 
lied on traditional training 
routes and methods will 
help to increase employ¬ 
ment across the sector.”

Family matters to 
Gabriel in new series 


G abriel Byrne may have lived 
in the States for some time, 
but when he was offered 
the chance to return to Dublin for 
this new series, he jumped at it - 
and it’s little wonder. 

Based on John Banville’s 
thrillers, the series has gone down 
a treat in its native, but now the 
Beeb has snapped it up, in a 
major Anglo-Irish co-production, 
we get to see for ourselves what 
all the fuss is about. And if you like 
your thrillers dark and mysterious, 
it won’t disappoint. 

Quirke opens in the late autumn 
of 1956, where a hungover city 
pathologist known only as ‘Quirke’ 
(we never get to know his 
Christian name) stumbles from a 
late-night party in the nurses’ 
quarters. He hopes to sleep in his 
subterranean pathology lab. 
However, his adoptive brother, 
obstetric consultant Malachy 
Griffin, is at our hero’s desk 
completing paperwork for 
Christine Falls, a recently 
deceased patient. 

When Quirke returns the 
following morning, Christine’s

body is gone and the medical 
expert is curious about his 
brother’s strange behaviour. 
Further investigation suggests Mai 
was the father of Christine’s child, 
and he believes the youngster has 
been spirited away to America 
under the wing of the Catholic 
Church. 

Quirke follows the trail to Boston, 
accompanying Mai’s daughter - 
Quirke’s niece Phoebe - on a last 
visit to her ailing grandfather. He 
eventually uncovers the truth 
about a family secret that has 
remained buried for nearly two 
decades. 

Byrne explains of his alter ego: “I 
think that most people can relate 
to a wounded past. Some people 
are more adept at dealing with it, 
and some people are much more 
delicate and sensitive and I think 
Quirke is one of those people who 
hides his vulnerability and his pain 
underneath and exterior of 
detachment. 

“His work as a pathologist; I 
always thought he was much at 
home among the dead than he is 
with the living and for him, in a 


strange way, the dead are still 
living creatures and he’s the last 
one really to take care of them so 
that space where he works is very 
sacred to him.” 

It helps that Byrne’s passionate 
about the genre in which the 
series falls, as he says: “Mystery 
and enigma are fascinating 
because it forces the audience to 
raise questions about the 
character. That’s not to say that all 
characters are enigmatic and 
mysterious - some are very 
obvious - but I like the idea of 
hiding in plain sight and allowing 
the audience to play that game 
with you.” 

Like Jack Reacher fans 
smarting over the fact Tom 
Cruise played their giant of a 
literary hero a couple of years ago, 
fans of the Banville novels may 
take umbridge at the fact Gabriel 
isn’t 6ft 4in, doesn’t have the feet 
of a dancer or blond hair. It 
scarcely matters. Byrne is 
compelling in the lead, and with a 
supporting cast including Michael 
Gambon, you know you’re in safe 
hands.

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Honda’s 


automatic miracle

And now for something com¬ 
pletely different: well, for me 
anyway. 

Honda’s new and much improved 
NC750S was designed to be a 
new style of fun but user-friendly 
form of two wheeler with the op¬ 
tion of a hi-tech automatic gear¬ 
box. And it certainly adds a new 
dimension to motorcycling. 

If you have any preconceptions 
about auto gearboxes based on the 
traditional continuously variable trans¬ 
missions (CVT) used on small scoot¬ 
ers then forget it. 

Honda’s DCT system much more 
responsive, quicker and more effi¬ 
cient. It’s an electronically-controlled 
dual clutch system very similar to the 



‘DSG’ used in Audis, VWs and some 
high performance sports cars. 

It was first revealed about four 
years or so ago as an option on the 
big VFR1200 and the NC700, and that 
now fitted to the NC750 is effectively 
the second generation, mated in this 
case to a bike with more power and 
torque than its predecessor. 

This was the first time that I had 
ridden a bike with this system and 
found it something of a revelation. It is 
almost, if not impossible, to stall, it’s 
silky smooth and snatch-free at low 
speeds and one of the easiest bikes 
I’ve ever ridden. 

Add to that its light weight, low cen¬ 
tre of gravity and excellent balance, 
and it’s ideal for town traffic as well as 
rewarding on the open road, too. 

It wasn’t built for sports bike perfor¬ 
mance, with a modest 54bhp from its 
750cc twin cylinder engine. But that is 
75cc larger than its NC750 predeces¬ 
sor and therefore comes with a useful 
extra helping of power and torque for 
surprisingly peppy performance. 

The NC750S is an adventure style 
machine with a particularly comforta¬ 
ble saddle and upright riding position, 
providing comfort and an excellent 
view ahead. If you don’t fancy the styl¬ 
ing Honda has used the same under¬ 
pinnings for the Integra - a big scooter 
- or the trailee styled 750X. 

There’s a lot of innovative design 
involved, particularly in making the 
750cc twin one of the lightest engines 
of its kind. It’s also fitted with balancer 
shafts which very successfully smooth 
out vibrations. 

Once on the move I couldn’t actu¬ 


ally hear the engine above the wind in 
my helmet (the flip front kind which is, 
admittedly, notoriously noisy). That’s 
a shame since while pulling away the 
slow ‘thump thump’ of a big twin was 
pleasantly nostalgic for those of us 
around in the Sixties. 

The Honda also differs from most 
competitors in that it has a ‘boot’. 
The fuel tank is under the seat, and 
what appears to be a tank in front of 
the saddle is in fact a lockable cargo 
space big enough to take a full-face 
helmet. 

On the auto version, manual or auto 
gearchange mode is selected with a 
trigger switch on the right hand grip, 
while a thumb switch selects neutral, 
drive or sport modes. 

Honest 

With your left hand (which, of 
course, has no clutch to worry about) 
you use either a finger or thumb for 
manual up or down changes. To be 
honest, I didn’t bother much as for a 
riding style which goes with this kind 
of bike the auto mode is perfectly suit¬ 
ed. 

For the die-hards amongst us, a foot 
pedal for manual gearchanging is an 
optional extra. 

In Drive mode the electronics get 
you into top (sixth) gear as soon as 
possible - usually under 40mph and 
will hold you there as long as it can. I 
found it the best choice around town 
and on the motorway, and it would no 
doubt reduce the risk of spinning up 
the back tyre in the wet. 

There is the equivalent of a ‘kick 
down’ for overtaking. Give the throttle 


a determined twist of the wrist and the 
electronics interpret your intentions, 
changing down one or two gears 
probably as quickly as most riders for 
a burst of acceleration. 

Or you could just press the ‘down’ 
button a couple of times, of course. 

Gear shifting is seamless at any 
speed adding to the bike’s character¬ 
istic smoothness. 

In Sport mode the gearbox hangs 
on to the lower gears for longer and 
to higher revs - you usually need to 
pass 60mph to get top for example - 
to make more of the Honda’s perfor¬ 
mance potential. 

I found it better than ‘drive’ for more 


challenging, twisty roads as it also 
changes down more readily, giving 
you more engine braking while set¬ 
ting up for a bend or roundabout. And 
more flexible drive and acceleration 
out the other side, naturally. 

Drive mode is obviously the eco¬ 
nomical option, with a remarkable 
81.6mpg average claimed for the 
NC750S. 

That’s Honda’s figure but I don’t 
doubt its accuracy. I chose some of 
the most challenging b-roads I know 
on the Welsh borders for the test ride, 
and even in Sport mode still averaged 
over 74mpg. 

The bike’s low centre of gravity and 


excellent frame make it a nimble, real¬ 
ly ‘flickable’ machine, unlike some of 
the bigger, heavier enduro machines, 
which really flattered my riding style. 

The NC750 has only one, instead 
of the usual two, discs at the front 
but braking is nevertheless well up to 
stopping a machine of this weight. 

It probably won’t appeal to the 
sports bike enthusiast, but with its 
user-friendly nature and economy, 
particularly around town, it may well 
tempt a few commuters on to two 
wheels.

Year only for 
Albion strip 

ALBION’S controversial 
break with tradition for 
next season’s kit design will 
be for one year only. 

The club, which has faced 
an angry backlash from sup¬ 
porters riled by reports of a 
“pinstripe” design for the 
2014-15 campaign, have al¬ 
ready ordered their colours 
for the 2015-16 campaign. 

And the club will then be 
reverting to a much more 
traditional blue and white 
stripe with new kit suppli¬ 
ers Adidas. 

Discontent with the ru¬ 
moured design for next sea¬ 
son prompteda Facebook 
campaign against the idea. 

Speculation on the social 
networks have portrayed 
the new kit as abandoning 
the traditional thick blue 
and white stripe that has 
been Albion’s trademark. 

The club concede the kit 
is a departure but insist 
there has been no accurate 
depiction of its true design. 


Team GB are marked men warns Kristian 


KRISTIAN THOMAS has admitted Great 
Britain are marked men as they look to re¬ 
tain their European Championship title. 

The Wolverhampton gymnast is target¬ 
ing gold in Sofia when they start their de¬ 
fence on Thursday. 

The team became the first GB men’s side 
to claim a major title two years ago before 
winning team bronze at London 2012. 

Thomas’ stunning high bar routine in 
Montpellier clinched gold and he knows 
they are expected to challenge again. 

“It’s a completely different this time. 
Two years ago were going in looking for a

medal but now we want to retain the gold,” 
he said. 

“We’ve won medals at internationals for 
the last few years and it’s a different ap¬ 
proach this time with a lot more pressure. 

“The biggest rival is Russia, they have a 
very strong team and if we can keep them 
off our backs then hopefully we can do the 
job. 

“France, Germany and the Ukraine are 
there, it’s fairly open. I’d say it’s between us 
and Russia for gold but the bronze medal is 


up for grabs.” Thomas will compete in the 
floor, vault and high bar with senior quali¬ 
fication starting on Thursday and the team 
final on Saturday. 

A strong performance will virtually guar¬ 
antee him a spot in the England squad for 
the summer’s Commonwealth Games. 

And Thomas also wants GB to lay down 
a marker ahead of next year’s World Cham¬ 
pionships. 

“We are getting there. We have stayed 
together and expect to be winning World 
Championship medals as a team in Glas¬ 
gow next year,” said Thomas, who will also 


compete in the individual finals on Sunday 
should he qualify. 

“Japan, America, China, Russia and 
Great Britain are all gunning for a shot at 
the medals. 

“There’s going to be more pressure put 
on us for Rio but we’re mentally tough 
enough to deal with that.” The men arrived 
in Bulgaria after a historic competition for 
the Lilleshall-based women’s senior and 
junior teams. They both won team silver 
while Elbe Downie won British gymnastics’ 
first ever women’s all-around medal in a 
European Championship.
